Mr. Editor; In the Nashville Republican of 
January 8th Mr. Duke *V . Sun uei , in Itis ad- 
vertisement of Pacific, has made use ol language, 
in reference lo myself, personally , which is utter 
ly beneath me t«» reply in ; what lie has there said 
about my horses it may not he amiss in me to no- 
tice. 

It is true, Hibernia lost the race at Huntsville, 
♦he had, within the preceding thirty -odd days, ran 
two other races, anil travelled near 400 miles. — 
Had ( not gone to Kentucky la-- fall, 1 should 
have commenced running at Nashville, and I 
have no doubt that the colts of Pacific would have 
been served as heretore. 

Fall before last, I commenced running at Nash- 
ville, and ended a» Montgomery, South Alaba- 
ma. Dining that trip I beat “the beautiful Coun- 
try Maid” three times, the Red Due twice, and 
that “excellent race mare, Lucilla,” twice; be- 
sides others of the same stork though less known. 

I distanced Country Maid at Florence; and at 
Moi tgomery 1 distanced Red Doe, and another ol 
Pacific’s colts, and, after all, thought I had dene 
nothing exlraoidinaiy. S-t far lion* boasting 
about ii, I did not thick it worth telling to my near 
neighbors ; neither have l seen a “pasting nonce 
of it from the fee‘»le pen of Logan ” Dming the 
w hole of my racing lour, fall before last, I do not 
remember that a colt of Pacific’s, except Luri'la, 
won a single heat; indeed, they were so inferior 
to the horses they contended with as to afford but 
little amusement to the spectators. 

As the best evidence I ran give of the truth of 
what has been stated, I make to Mr. Sumner, or 
to any one else w ho may entertain similar opinions 
w f Pacific’s colts, the following propositions: 

1st— llib rniacau heat any thing produced hy 
“the six long year* t-ul” of Pacific: nvei the Nash 
vide course, at the fall meeting, 1835, from two to 
four mile heats, agieeable to ride, tor from 
to $5,000 aside — hall forfeit. 

2d — I have a 3 year old Leviathan filley that 
ran neat any of the descendant* of Pac ific, ol the 
same age, at the spring meeting, 1835, over ilie 
rame course, from one to three mile heats, agree- 
ably to rule, lor from $-\0U0 to $5,000 aside- 
half forfeit, 

| have no expectation that Mr Sumner will ac- 
cept either of the foregoing p.opnsitinns. hot as lie 
?a) s he has several '•'traps laying in wait” fi r me. 

I hope it may he contend ul lor his trapp rs to 
take up my challenge. 

Now this is not a case that iEsop’s Fables will 
apply to. unless Mr. Sumner should think “ the

In conclusion, l l ave, in my first and second 
1 propositions, na ned the Nashville cnu.se, it being 
Mr. Sumner’* own ground, but as he has seveial

The allegation that Betsy Malone won to the 
throat latch, and took the prize by foul riding, is as 
broad an insinuation against the judges and patrm 
of the Florence track as against me, and therefore 
s l,o, dd not have been lightly made by a Itigliiniud- 
ed spoilsman.

The committee think that 
the error was unintentional; yet, while a 
subject of that kind is under investiga- 
tion by a commitlee of Congress, no 
change or alteration should he made in 
the hooks, nnd that explanations, show- 
ing the errors, and how they should be 
corrected, ought alone to he relied on. 

It als > appears, that shortly before the 
Bank of Maryland failed, Mr. Brown 
had deposited in it $2000, of his own 
money. That after the failure, he trans- 
ferred the certificate ofdcposite, which 
L>orc five per cent, interest, to the Do 
parimcr.t, and caused the Department to 
be credited in the hooks of the Bank for 
the same, the Department then being io 
debted to the Bank in a considerable 
amount, and also procured a credit in the 
hooks ofthe Department for the amount! 
tn himself. 

The unusual number and amount of 
extra allowances to mail contractors, has 
been examined, and the principal cause 
which has produced them, is believed to 
be, that the Department has not, at some 
ol'lhc lettings of mail contracts, adver- 
tised for a sufficient amount of service; 
hence Jins arisen the necessity of an im 
mediate enlargement of the service nnd 
compensation, and the spirit of the law, 1 
which designed that a full and fair com 
petition should he preserved among bid- 
ders for the transportation of the mail, has 
not been observed. To obviate this evil, 
it is proposed that the full service inten- 
ded, shall be advertised for, and some 
principles are laid down in regard to ma 



Iso rc examined the 
cases of the routes between Philadelphia 
and Pittsburg, and Pittsburg and Wheel 
ing. The contract was for a double 
mail in four-horse post coaches, daily, 
between 1‘hilpdelphia nnd Pittsburgh; 
one line to run through in 53 hours, and 
the other in 80 hours. The lino from 
Pi-.Uburg to Wheeling to run through dai- 
ly in 14 hours'. It is proved by Slay- 
maker, one of the contractors, and also 
by the then superintendent of mail con- 
tracts, that it was the mutual understan- 
ding between the Department and con- 
tractors, that the newspaper mail was to 
be carried in the slow line. On the 1st 
of April, 1832, the contractors were re- 
quired to carry a'i the newspapers in the 
last line. This produced considerable 
expense and loss to them, for which the 
Postmaster General allowed them at the 
rate of $10,000 a year The commit- 
tee is of opinion that some compensation 
should have been made to the contrac- 
tors. Whether $10,000 shield have 
been the amount of the allowance, they 
have not the means of judging. I'lie 
true rule it seems to it on su.h subjects 
is, that the increase of mail matter upon 
a line of transp irlation, produced from 
any other cause than the action of the 
Department itself, should be horn; by 
the contractor. Bit when the Depart- 
ment hv its own act, throws a burden 
upon the contractor, which could not have 
been foreseen it the time of making the 
contract, then justice requires that com- 
pensation should he made. It doubts, 
however, very much, the expediency of 
dividing a mail ready for delivery at t lie 
time of departure in nnv case. It might 
he a better practice so to make the con- 
tracts as to require tho contractor to 
send on the whole mail at one time even 
should more than one coach or singe be 
necessary for the purpose. From the 
tact that Mr. Brown had borrowed money 
from T? eottido !uul Biaynnikar, tho com- 
rnitlee entered into a verv close exam- 
ination of this extra allowance of $10,000 
a minute account of which is contained 
in the report. The result is, a clear ex 
oneration of all persons employed in the 
General Post Office from any participa- 
tion in, or benefit whatever by, this extra 
allowance. 

‘The route from Hagerstown to Mc- 
Connellsburg has been re-examined, and 
the minority deem it no part of its dutv to 
determine whether Mr. Recside was ac- 
tually mistaken in his hid or not. Such 
representations were made to the Post- 
master General as to authorize him to be- 
lieve, that such mistake did exist; and he 
therefore allowed the $1,400, instead of 
the $40 contained in the hid.

For the transportation of the mail on 
;\>u'cs No 1215 and 1230, from Cumber- 
land to B ail’s Gap, a contract was made 
| on the 12th of March, 1832. with J.unes 
Recside, for carry ing tho mail three times 
.a week in lour horse post coaches, price 
per quarter $1,125. On the 25lh of 
February, 1833, the contractor was di- 
rected to run daily at nn allowance pro 
rata, amounting in all to $2,625 per 
quarter. On the 1st of December 1833 
the last order was reeinded, and one 
1 months extra pay allowed. The deport- 
j ment has p id regularly $1 ,125 per quar- 
ter, according to the original contract, 
and also the sum of $2,434 52 for the 
I extra service which was ordered on the 
25th of February, 1833. The testimony 
shows that the original contract was not i 
complied with in the first venr, in the 
mode of trnn-porintion, the mail having 
been carried on horseback a largo por- , 
tion of the time. There is no evidence i 
showing that the PostmaslerGeneral was I 
apprized of the failure to execute his or- 
der; and although the contractor may not 
have been informed that his agents had 
not executed the directions which lie had 
given to them, still j isticc requires that

'I'lie deficiencies in the finances ofthe 
Department, has arisen mainly from a de- 
sire in the head ol the Deportment, to ex- 
tend the benefits of mail facilities nnd 
stagecoach accommodations to every por- 
tion ol'llie community ; from the extension 
ofthe franking privilege, mid from the 
legislation ol Congress in extending the 
transportation ofthe mail over unproduc- 
tive routes. 'I'lie public, however, have 
been grcntlv beiiofiitcd and accommoda- 
ted hv the verv measures which have 
produced the present embarrassed condi- 
tion of the Department. I hat errors and 
irregularities have occurred, is cer- 

tain, and most of them have been pro- 
duced by the reprofcniations and press- 
ing solicitations ol iho c tizens ot low ns 
anil neighborhoods through 'v hich the in- 
creased mail facilities have been extend- 
ed. Tlmir applications have bceu sus- 
tained bv members of Cniigres- front nl- 
tni st cverv section ol iho country.

Upon the route from Bedford to Wash- 
ington, Pennsylvania, No. 1 198, the con- 
tract originally was fir a tri-weekly mail 
in fmr horse post coaches, at $725 per 
quarter. On the first of January, 1832, 
the contractor was directed to run daily 
at a pro rata allowance, whied increased 
his pay to $1,601 77 per quarter.

Re -side did carry the mail daily, aceor 
ding to the order for improvement qntil 
about the 1st of September, 1832, from 
which time to the present, it has only 
hfcen a tri weekly mail.
